(Recruitment and Conditions of Service of Directors 
of Tea Promotion appointed by Government) Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1989 was published, as required by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 49 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 
1953), in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section, (i), dated the 4th May, 1989, 
with notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Commerce No. G.S.R. 504 (E) dated 4th 
May, 1989, inviting objections or suggestions from 
all persons likely to be affected thereby, before the 
expiry of forty-five days from the date on which the 
Qfficial Gazette in which tile said notification was 
published were made available to the public; 

-And whereas the said Gazette was made available 
to the public on the 25th May, 1989 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were re¬ 
ceived from the public by the Central Government: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1), read with clause (d) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of section 49, of the said Act, the Central 


Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely 

RULES 

1. Shoit title and commencement.— (1) These rules 
shall be called Tea Board (Recruitment and condi¬ 
tions of Sendee ol Directors of Tea Promotion ap¬ 
pointed by Government) Amendment Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Tea Board (Recruitment 
and Conditions of Service of Directors of Tea Pro¬ 
motion appointed by Government) Rules, 1988, 

(1) in serial number 1 Director (Tea Promotion 
Grade-I), under column number 12, in entry (1), 
after the words "years service", the words "in that 
grade” shall be added; 

(2) in serial number 2, Director (Tea Promotion 
Grade II), under column 12, — 

(i) in entry (1) 

(a) the words “Market Liaison Officer” shall 
be omitted; 

(b) after the words "with at least 5 years ser¬ 
vice", the words "in that grade” shall be 
added; 

(ii) after entry (2), the following shall be in-' 
serted, namely 

" (2a) Lateral transfer of Market Liaison Offi¬ 
cer with at least 5 years service in the 
scale of Rs. 3000-5000.”
